SUBSCRIPTION LAWS. 



Many readers have from time to 
time requested information concern- 
ing newspaper subscription laws. 
Seven have been compiled from de- 
cisions of the Unf.ed States Court, 
and embody points that bother many 
newspaper publishers. The seven 
are: 

1. Subscribes who do not ex- 
press notice to the contraiy are con- 
sidered as wishing to renew their 
subscription. 

2. If subscribers order the diacon- 
V.tt»*nce of their periodical! the pul>-

4. If mbecriben move to other

5. The courts have decided that 
refusing to take periodicals from the 
office, or removing and having them 
uncalled for is prima facie evidence 
of intentional fraud. 

6. If subscribers pay in advance 
they are bound to give notice at the 
end of time if they do not wish to 
continue taking it otherwise the pub- 
lisher is authorize* to send it and

them. 

We l>elieve that if the country peo- 
ple was given a chance to vote upon

EVERYONE LEND A 

HELPING HAND. 
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Tnder the law the man that allows 
his subscription to run ah ng for 
some time unpaid and then orders 
the postmaster to mark it "refused" 
and have a postal card sent notify- 
ing the publishers, leaving himself 
liable to arrest and tine, the same as 
for theft. 

It will lie seen that many disputed 
points are thus disposed of by these 
decisions, which arc certainly only 
just. II a subscriber doesn't want 
to renew his subscription let him no- 
tify the publisher. The second de- 
cision given here will lie a surprise to 
some publishers, who lielieved they 
must stop a delinquent subscriber'-; 
paper if ordered to. 

The delinquent must pay up i! he 
desires to discontirue his subscrip- 
tion. Otherwise he is held respon- 
sible for as long as the paper is lie- 
ing sent to him, whether he takes it 
from the postoffice or not.
